Pacific  ocean.  Ail  Alaska  that  could  go 
started  for  Middleton  island  on  the 
trrngth  of  Barrett’s  yarns,  and  all 
Alaska  that  couldn't  go  grub  staked 
somebody  who  could.  Wbe®  the  excite¬ 
ment  was  over  and  those  who  went  to 
Middleton  island  had  got  backand  those 
who  didn't  go  were  out  thsur  grub 
stakes,  the  mun  who  had  started  the 
rush  spontaneously  became  known  to  all 
Alaska  us  “Lying  Tom  Barrett.” 

"Lying  Tom  Barrett”  told  the  yaxp 
about  the  Mohican  tetbe  newspaperman 
in  Port  Townshend,  who  telegraphed 
column  of  it  to  his  paper  in  Seattle 
and  started  it  around  the  world.  Bar¬ 
rett  was  cotuiug  down  from  Alaska  and 
on  the  way  put  up  the  job  with  the 
steamship  m-  n  to  spring  a  yarn  that 
should  make  a  sensation  in  the  States. 
The  steamship  men  kuew  they  couldn’t 
make  it  go  themselves,  but  they  agreed 
to  back  Banett  op  in  whatever  he  said 
und  to  give  him  a  good  seud  off  if  tbeife 
was  effort  at  verification.  So  when  the 
r  put  in  at  Port  Townshend,  Bar 
rett  got  himself  interviewed,  and  the 
next  day  the  world  was  reading  “Ctep- 
aiu  Thomas  Barrett’s”  remarkable  sto¬ 
ry  of  tbe  Joss  of  the  Mohican.  When 
the  yarn  got  back  to  Juneau  and  Sitka, 
there  were  some  Alaskans  who  laughed 
mightily  at  the  hoax,  but  others,  who 
kuew  the  officers  of  the  Mohican  thought 
of  the  cruelty  of  it  to  tbe  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  cutter’s  men,  and  on  the 
whole  Barrett's  story  did  not  meet  with 
tbe  approval  even  of  the  liars.  That 
was  carrying  the  thing  too  far.  Harm 
less  storieB  about  islands  of  gold  or  im 
possible  i  ns  toms  of  nnbeard  of  people 
were  w^ill  enough,  but  this  lie  turaed 
the  tide  in  favor  of  truthfulness,  and 
Aluskaus  are  more  circumspect  in 
their  stories  about  the  territory.  But 
Barrett  will  never  be  anybody  but  "Ly¬ 
ing  Tom”  to  them. — New  York  Sun.

There  is  a  shrub  in  Spain  called  the 
toothpick  bishop  weed,  because  the  rays 
of  the  main  umbel  form  thorny  tooth¬ 
picks  when  dried.  A  specimen  in  Kew 
gardens  ha*  61,000  raya 

The  tooth  of  a  mastodon  in  an  al 
most  complete  state  of  preservation  baa 
been  recently  unearthed.  It  weighed  14 
pounds  13  ounces  and  measured  10  inch¬ 
es  by  8  and  is  pure  ivory. 

The  first  exports  of  cotton  from  this 
country  wus  in  1786,  in  which  year  1 
bag  was  a  ut  from  Charleston  to  Liver- 
podl,  while  12  were  sent  from  Philadel¬ 
phia  and  1  from  New  York. 

Every  guest  at  a  Norwegian  wedding 
brings  the  bride  a  present.  In  many 
parts  a  keg  of  butter  is  tbe  usual  gift, 
and  if  tbe  marriage  takes  place  iu  win¬ 
ter  salted  or  frozen  meat  is  offered. 

From  rough  calculations  lately  made 
by  the  contributors  to  Tbe  Zoological 
Record,  it  uppenrs  that  over  860,000 
species  of  animals  have  been  described 
by  naturalists  up  to  the  present  date. 

The  largest  bell  in  France  bos  been 
hung  in  the  belfry  of  the  Church  of  the 
Sacred  Heart  in  Paris.  It  weighs  38 
tons,  can  be  beard  at  a  distance  of  35 
miles,  and  its  vibration  lasts  six  min¬ 
utes. 

The  title  aud  position  of  cardinal  is 
the  highest  dignity  iu  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  church  next  to  the  pope.  Cardinals 
are  divided  into  three  classes — 6  cardi¬ 
nal  bishops,  60  oardinal  priests  and  14 
cardinal  deacons. 

J.  E.  Gore,  writing  of  the  solar  sys¬ 
tem,  says  that  ” enormously  large  os  tbe 
solar  system  absolutely  is,  compared 
with  the  size  of  oar  own  earth,  it  is, 
compared  with  tbe  size  of  the  visible 
universe,  merely  as  a  drop  in  the  ocean. " 

The  ancient  Greeks,  to  Becnre  reso¬ 
nance  without  the  use  of  woodwork, 
placed  under  the  seats  of  their  theaters 
earthen  pots,  with  the  month  turned  to¬ 
ward  tbe  stage,  the  vibrating  mass  of 
air  in  these  serving  to  re-enforoe  the 
sound. 

By  the  slaughter  of  elephants  in  Af¬ 
rica  an  annual  profit  of  some  £1,000,000 
1*  realaxed.  If  the  elephants,  instead  of 
beiug  Xft  a  prey  to  the  hunter,  weri 
tamed,  they  would  bring  an  annual 
profit  of  some  £136,000,000,  aooording 
to  authorities. 

Some  idea  of  tbe  vast  extent  of  the 
surfuce  of  the  earth  may  be  obtained 
when  it  iB  noted  that  if  a  lofty  church 
steeple  is  ascended  and  the  landscape 
visible  from  it  looked  at,  900,000  such 
landscapes  must  be  viewed  in  order 
that  the  whole  earth  may  he  seen. 

National  flowers  have  been  adopted 
in  various  countries,  as  follows:  Greece, 
violet;  Canada,  sugar  maple;  Egypt,  lo¬ 
tas;  England,  rose;  France,  flower-de- 
luce;  Germany,  cornflower;  Ireland, 
shamrock;  Italy,  lily;  Prussia,  linden; 
Saxony,  mignonette;  Sootland,  thistle; 
Spain,  pomegranate;  Wales,  leek. 

Tbe  very  peculiar  .theory  has  of  late 
been  propounded  that  all  women  who 
partake  to  any  extent  of  malt  drinks 
have  large  feet.  The  women  of  Holland, 
Germany  and  even  England  are  quoted 
as  examples,  while  the  women  0 f  the 
wine  conn  tries — France,  Spain  and  Ita¬ 
ly — are,  ou  tbe  other  band,  famed  for 
their  small  and  shapely  feet. 

A  trip  between  London  and  Paris  was 
recently  made  in  6  hours  and  83  min¬ 
utes.  From  London  to  Dover.  78.84 
miles,  took  1  boor  and  33  minutes;  the 
passage  of  the  channel,  35  miles,  took 
1  hour  and  16  minutes,  and  the  run 
from  Calais  to  Paris,  186Lj  miles,  was 
made  in  8  hours  and  34  minutes,  an 
average  of  66.6  miles,  excluding  stops. 

Pneumatic  tubes  have  many  uses,  but 
one  of  tbe  latest  is  attracting  a  great 
deal  of  attention  from  its  novelty.  This 
is  tbe  tube  for  stacking  straw.

and  swinging  urT.uigemeut  like  a  crane, 
is  evenly  ilistii  bated  cu  the  stack.
